SIGNIFICANT ISSUES

Los Alamos National Security, LLC, a team composed of four 
U.S. organizations with extensive experience in nuclear defense programs—Bechtel National, 
University of California, BWX Technologies, and Washington Group International, is the new 
management and operating (M&O) contractor. 
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Los Alamos has science education programs for both students and teachers in New Mexico, 
including High School Cooperatives, undergraduate apprenticeships and internships, graduate 
research assistantships and post-doctoral research programs. Teacher professional development 
programs include the Math and Science Academy and the Los Alamos Space Science Outreach 
(LASSO) Program. 
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
